This  is  your  friend  smokey  the  fire 
prevention  bear  talking  for  Roland  Sanborn  your  local 
forest  fire  warden.  You  know  how  he  is  always  asking 
you  people  to  take  it  easy  with  fire  in  the  woods  ?  Well, 
he  wants  you  to  know  that  forest  fires  decreased  last 
year.  He  knows  it  did  rain  some  but  it  was  the  help 
of  all  you  people  who  are  giving  their  time  and  money 
and  carefulness  to  prevent  this  shameful  waste  of 
our  woodlands.  But  please  remember  this,  folks,  forest 
fires  still  do  a  lot  of  damage  each  year.  And  we  got 
to  work  and  work  to  whittle  them  down  to  our  size. 

So  when  you're  around  forest  areas,  crush  out 
your  cigarette,  hold  your  match  till  its  cold,  drown  your 
campfire  and  drown  it  again.  If  you  have  to  burn  grass 
or  brush  or  rubbish,  ask  about  the  law  first,  also  get 
your  permit  from  your  warden  and  last,  have  plenty 
of  help  handy.  Please  remember  a  permit  is  required 
for  all  open  fires  whether  in  an  incinerator  or  on  a  piece 
of  plowed  ground.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Effingham : 

Teachers  in  the  Effingham  Schools  during  1953-54 
were:  Miss  Gladys  Leavitt,  Center  School,  Grades  5-8; 
Mrs.  Linnie  Giles,  Falls  School,  Grades  1-4.  Miss  Leavitt 
and  Mrs.  Giles  are  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  their 
pupils  and  are  to  be  highly  commended  for  their  work. 

There  was  a  total  of  59  pupils  enrolled  in  the  two 
schools.  The  enrollment  for  the  current  year  shows 
little  change.  Next  year  there  will  be  an  estimated  en- 
rollment of  about  51  pupils. 

High  school  enrollment  last  year  was  as  follows: 
Kennett  High  School,  18,  and  one  each  at  Brewster 
Academy,  Porter  High  School,  Portland  High  School, 
and  Spaulding  High  School.  High  school  enrollment 
for  the  current  year  is  18,  with  the  tuition  rate  at 
Kennett  High  School  of  $285.00.  Next  year's  estimated 
high  school  enrollment  will  be  27  pupils.  The  announced 
tuition  rate  at  Kennett  High  School  will  be  $290.00. 
Because  of  the  increasing  number  of  high  school 
pupils  from  the  South  Effingham  area,  it  seems  wise 
to  extend  the  high  school  bus  route  to  Taylor's  store. 

New  chairs  and  desks  to  replace  one  third  of  the 
old  furniture  at  the  Falls  School  was  purchased  last 
year.  During  the  current  year  a  like  amount  has  been 
purchased.  The  School  Board  wishes  to  complete  the 
replacement  next  year. 

Mrs.  Amy  Brown,  R.  N.,  continued  her  valuable 
services  as  school  nurse.  The  nature  and  scope  of  her 
activities  is  shown  elsewhere  by  her  report. 

The  citizens  of  Effingham  are  entitled  to  commen- 
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dation  for  their  financial  support  of  the  schools.  In 
addition  to  the  effect  of  inflation,  the  costs  of  school 
have  increased  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  pupils 
and  the  very  inadequate  supply  of  teachers.  National 
authorities  have  reported  that  during  the  current  year 
there  is  a  need  for  170,000  new  teachers,  but  only 
35,000  graduates  came  out  of  college  prepared  to  teach. 
The  situation  in  New  Hampshire  reflects  the  national 
picture  in  this  report.  The  teacher  supply  is  critical. 
Competent  young  men  and  women  about  to  be  gradu- 
ated from  high  school  should  be  urged  to  enter  the 
teaching  profession. 

Unfortunately,  the  amount  of  aid  provided  by  the 
state  and  the  formula  for  distribution  makes  impossi- 
ble the  receipt  of  financial  assistance  by  the  Effingham 
School  District.  Less  than  half  the  districts  in  the 
state  received  aid  last  year. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  the  school  board,  teachers, 
pupils,  parents  and  citizens  is  gratefully  acknowledged.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Inspections  were  made  several  times  throughout 
the  year.  The  routine  inspections,  heights  and  weights 
were  done  in  May  and  October. 

Vision  testing  was  finished  in  January,  All  parents 
were  notified  of  any  defects  found. 

Hearing  tests  by  the  Maico  machine  were  com- 
pleted in  February,  March,  and  again  for  the  present 
school  year  in  December. 

There  were  twenty  children  who  received  the  T.  B. 
patch  tests  in  March.  Also,  there  were  five  who  took 
advantage  of  the  Chest  X-ray  Clinic  held  at  the  Grange 
Hall  in  April. 

On  April  7th,  a  dental  clinic  was  held.  Dr.  Furfey 
of  Wolfeboro  brought  his  equipment  to  the  Grange 
Hall  and  did  several  of  the  necessary  extractions.  This 
was  a  start  in  the  right  direction,  but  more  dental  care 
is  needed. 

In  April  and  October  there  was  an  orthopedic 
clinic  held  at  Center  Ossipee  where  the  children  with 
severe  flat  feet  and  defective  backs  were  given  free 
treatment  and  advice.  In  June  and  December  a  treat- 
ment center  was  held  to  check  if  the  children  remem- 
bered and  were  doing  the  exercises  prescribed  by  the 
doctor. 

Dr.  Dube  did  physical  examinations  in  December 
at  the  Effingham  Falls  school.  Twenty  children  were 
examined. 

I  cover  the  towns  of  Holderness,  Moultonboro, 
Center  Harbor,  Sandwich,  Freedom,  Effingham,  and 
Madison.  Out  of  this  small  section  there  are  four  known 
children  suffering  from  epilepsy.  The  Library  at  Cen- 
ter Harbor  has  been  kind  enough  to  purchase  the  book 
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"Science  and  Seizures"  by  Wm.  G.  Lennox,  M.  D.,  at 
my  request.  The  State  Library  also  has  this  book, 
which  should  be  of  interest  to  anyone  and  is  highly 
recommended.  Please  read  it  and  understand  these 
children  better.
